On October vJT the populace of Antwerp, 
after having broken open the gunpow- 
der magazine, opened lire upon the ves- 
icls and very badly damaged a small 
gunboat under command of a naval 
lieutenant, J. 0. .1.

France has recently taken possession, 
were well named by Cook tho "Land 
of Desolation."

Kergnclen became convinced that he 
had discovered the great southern con- 
tinent which geographers had written 
much. He hastened back to France 
and petitioned the king so earnestly to 
take possession of thr. new land that an 
expedition was fitted out for that pur- 
pose and placed nnder IJe Kergnelen's 
command. The land was soon found 
to be only a group of volcanic islands. 
mnd the admiral was forced to return 
to Paris and to acknowledge his mis- 
teke.

The employment of colored lalxjrers 


on the cunal still more enraged the 
strikers, a*id in .spite of all the con- 
servative men could do the riotous ele- 
ment carried the counsel and war was 
declared. 


One negro while fleeing from the mob 


of excited Poles and Swedes was killed 
by a Santa >'e train. Charles Hums, 
general drainage foreman, is momen- 
tarily expected to die from wounds in- 
flicted by the strikers. Foreman Pow- 
derly is not expected to live and Fore- 
man Larson had his arm broken by a 
striking negro connected with the 
quarry strike at'Joliet. 


After several stormy meetings Friday 


morning a mob gathered in the vicinity 
of Itomeo, and alter listening to one or 
two incendiary speeches the nip.n started 
for camp 1 on the sanitary district. 
Here they called upon the men to quit 
work 
and 
completely cowed 
the 


lalx>rers by their show of strength and 
[inns. About 500 of the canal diggers 
obeyed the order and threw down their 
shovels and picks. To emphasize, their 
demands the strikers assaulted a few 
of the laborers and gave them severe, 
beatings. No one was severely injured 
here. 


A march was then made to Gilford's 


camp, where rumors of the trouble had 
preceded the rioters. The foreman had 
orgaui/.cd a resistance, and the strikers 
were met by a body of men hastily 
armed with such weapons as bars of 
iron and pick handles. The sight of 
an armed 
force seemed to enrage 


the strikers. Without hesitation they 
made a charge. The defenders of the 
camp made but little resistance. A few 
clustered around the foreman, .lames 
Powderly, and with him made a stand 
against 
the. charge. 
The 
little 


baud 
was 
overwhelmed 
by 
the 


numbers, and in a 
moment Pow- 


derly 
was 
stretched 
insensible on 


the prouml. His men were steadily 
beaten baek and finally, bruised and 
bleeding, were forced to take refuge in 
flight. The rioters swept on, leaving 
IW-derly apparently dead behind them. 
He was subsequently found by his men 
and cared for at McArthur liros.' camp. 


The next raid was on the camp of K. 


D. Smith ,t Co. Manager Jackson had 
heard of the approach of the mob and 
had gone to the headquarters of sec- 
tion 12 near Lemont to consult with 
his superiors. The camp was left in 
charge of Foreman Larscn. 
Smith's 


men were mainly colored nnd un- 
armed. 
The mob commanded Lar- 


sen 
and his men 
to quit work.

foreman refused and 
a 
rush 


was made. One of the colored laborers 
drew a revolver and dared the rioters 
to advance, threatening to shoot the 
first man who interfered with him. The 
mob made a rush, avoiding the man 
with the revolver. Larson was knocked 
down and his arm was broken with a 
club as lie warded off a blow from his 
head. He was knocked senseless and 
his men put to rout. 
Larscn was sub- 


sequently carried into camp, 
fearfully 


beaten. 


The mob heard that one of Agncw <£ 


Co.'s 
employes named 
Welch had 


threatened to have the ring-leaders ar- 
rested. This added to the. fury of the 
strikers :uid 
they started 
to 
find 


Welch.

Burns

terrible beating. He was left for dead, 
and was carried by frends to his home 
in Lamont, where he wa.s attended by 
Drs. Leahy and Fit/.patrick, who had 
also attended Powderly. Friday night 
the. physicians said that IJurns would 
recover, but there wu.s little hope for 
Powderly. 


Altogether the rioters visited seven 


camps on the drainage channel and 
drove off all the men. At the last 
camp, near Uome.o, the negroes refused 
for a time to join the mob. Persuasive 
measures having fail Ml a. free for all 
fight followed. The negroes gave in 
shortly, but their leader was pursued 
for some distance. Finding himself in 
danger of rough handling from those 
behind him he attempted to lioard a 
swiftly moving Santa Fc train. 
He 


fell under the cars and was ground to 
pieces. 


The most alarming reports reached 


Lockport and Lcmont during the after- 
noon, and Chief of Police Hannibal 
Laughlin, of the latter place, tel- 
egraphed to the sheriff's office for aid. 
Five men were sent down on the even- 
ing train and remainded over night to 
render aid in the event of further 
trouble.

KUlorado has u population of 1,100 
and the death and destruction to 
people and property in the town were 
frightful. 
A dispatch received here 


while the storm was raging- says from 
fifteen to twenty-five persons were 
killed and injured in Eldorado, while 
the destruction of property and loss of 
life in the vicinity was terrible. 


Almost every house in the town was 


unroofed or blown dowu, while three 
sawmills a short distance out were en- 
tirely blown away. The roof of the 
Jlaptist church wasearred away, and the 
sexton, who was in the building prepar- 
ing- for a school commencement which 
was to have 
taken 
place 
Friday 


night, was instantly killed. Eldorado 
is one of the oldest inland towns in 
south Arkansas, and was before the 
dnys of railroads in the state the prin- 
cipal cotton market for that section. 
Many of the richest men iu Arkansas 
are still citizens of Union county. The 
cyclone struck the town from a south- 
westerly direction and its coming was 
heard for fifteen minutes before it 
struck Kldorado. The telegraph wires 
are all down and nothing has l>een re- 
ceived here since 4:30 p. in. Frid«iy. 


Specials from the surrounding coun- 


try tell of much damage and loss of 
life. James Hates was killed by light- 
ning at Huntingdon. Tenn., at which 
place a terrible storm of wind and rain 
raged, doing a large amount of damage.

A well-known Wall street broker ha* 


pasted in a conspicuous place in hia pri- 
vate office a little piece of paper which 
even upon the "street" is regarded as a 
great financial curiosity. It ia a check 
drawn upon a New York national bank 
for four cents, and has been certified. 


It is a rule with all hanks that when 


the paying teller certifies : by hie signa- 
ture upon a .check, drawn by a depos- 
itor, that there are sufficient funds 
on deposit in the bank to meet th< 
check when presented for payment, 
he does so with the understanding 
that the check, if not iued and returned 
to the bank through the ordinary chan- 
nel of business, the clearing-house, 
shall be redeposited as though it were 
cash by the drawee. 
If a certified 


check fails to find its way back to the 
bank on which it is drawn the paying 
teller's daily sheet, and consequently 
the books of the bank, will not bal- 
ance. 


This four cent derelict—the bank ac- 


countants probably have a stronger 
name for it—has now been "out" sev- 
eral years, and is probably a constant 
cause of irritation to the bank people, 
who now must of necessity take a bal- 
ance four cents out of the way as a true- 
one. His not known what means thn 
drawee of this check used to induce the 
teller to certify it, but they were un-

CA RE OF THE 
FEET. 


Tim Injurious KflVct of m.nring liable™. 


A great many women arc habitnsvl 


sufferers from oold fcpt. This is very 
often due to an imperfect circulation 
of the blood, or to some such trouble 
calling for medical advice. A littlecart> 
of the feet will often remedy this mat- 
ter, however, if it is not due to thestato 
of the general health. The feet, to bo 
in a perfectly healthy condition, should 
be bathed every day, and they should 
]>e rubbed briskly with a friction towel 
if there is any tendency to chilliness. 
The shoes should fit neatly, but thev 
should not be tight. 
If the feet ari> 


wet Uie shoes should be removed at tho 
earliest opportunity and the stockings 
changed. If they are cold it is !>est to- 
mb them with a little, alcohol and wa- 
ter and dry them with a soft friction 
towel, rubbing them briskly to restore 
the circulation. It is strange that so 
many 
people 
neglect 
to care for 


their feet.-who devote considerable 
time to their hands. 
I vis quite certain 


that corns, bunions and other afflic- 
tions of the feet are more aftcn due to 
such neglect than improperly-shaped 
shoes or any other cause. 


Probably one of the most injurious 


habits of the time is the wearing of 
close shoes of India-mblwr. 
When a 


rubl>er is needed, a slip rubber, which 
covers only the bail of the foot, ia 
much more wholesome than a higher 
shoe, and gives almost as much protec- 
tion. A heavy calfskin shoe with a 
stout hcrl, however, is the most whole- 
some foot covering for walking-, and 
will be. found impervious to \vilr.r if 
frequently oiled. These shoes should 
be kept for damp weather. In the 
country, when the snow is thick upon 
the ground, arctics seem to be a neces- 
sity, us theNsnow water is more pene- 
trating than any ordinary dampness, 
but they should not be worn a moment 
longer than necessary.—N. Y. Tribune.
